[-i/j| K the Po0r Man's Metropoles. There are five Of these In 
'jKiH I^ondon, and eisht in the Provinces. To see one of them 

' to operation, I went, not to London, hut to Birmingham, 

Provincial work of this hind has a double value. It relieves poverty 
at its homo, and It prevents the homeless or tbe workless from moving 
on to LoaflOD, and adding to the great mass of those In want there. 

Tbe buildings In Birmingham are a combination of Elevator and 
Metropole. In November, 1507, Sir Oliver Lodge opened premises In 
Loveday- Street, Birmingham, accommodating 201 men. This establish- 
ment, however, ooon became so full that It was necessary io extend it, 
and a second building was obtained In Ryder Street, capable of holding 
eighty more. 

What Is a Poor Man's Metropole? It fa a glorified common lodging- 
house, with many advantages which the ordinary common lodging-house 
doea-not bavo. Mosi, folk who have Trorltcd for any time In the slums, 
wlD agree with my statement that tbe ordinary common lodging-house 
tends, a s a role, to lower- a man. The surroundings are often enough 
degrading, and the company bad. Criminals have free opportunity of 
mixing with and contaminating lads and young men. Drunkards are a 
nuisance to those Who would be quiet and respectahle, especially on a 
SBtfln!*y night. There 1» no nerd to hold up tbe lodging-house keeper 
as ft sinner above all others. Often enough be does the best in bis 
power for bla Inmates, and helps many a roan In want. But It- is no 
business of his to control bis customers In any way beyond seeing that 
they are not too mtich of a nuisance to their fellows when Indoors. The 
customers would, most of then, deeply TeBent any suspicion of moral 
control from him. 

First-Class Value for Honey. 

The common lodging-bouse kitchen, as ordinarily seen, with Its 
mixed -conversation, its uoublful cleanliness, and older features, wh'cb I 
will Tint dwell im here, has besn, and Is, the steep incline en 'he read 
downward* for many a man and woman. Here Ifea one great gain of 
The Salvation Army Metropoles. These places a- e n„t, in tbe limited 
sense of tbe word, charities. Tbe men who use them pay. although the 
scale of payment Is fixed at tbe lov/est rate. But they arc clean and 
wholesome. Regulations are enforced, and willingly submitted to, that 
would not be borne In tbe commercial lodging-house, and tbe moral tone 
Is high. 

In Lovcday Street a men can live for 7s. a week, with three good 
meals a day -and a bed. Wben 1 Bay Rood meals, 1 mean meals nicely 
served, and of good material, that I; for one, would enjoy If they were 
served tt> mo. Tblg 7s. Includes the use of Eteam driers for drying 
clothes, wben a lodger comes In wet. Hot baths are an extra, costing 
an additional, penny. There Is a crematorium In which clothes can be 
fumigated and cleaned. Thus, tf a man lg admitted who is l>t a filthy 
condition, his clothes can be baked In the crematorium while he Is 
havlnf bis hath, and ho will emerge wholesome. In the fciieher. a a:cal 
of meat ana two vegetables, well served and fit for any table, costs 
threepence. Ad extra penny gives ft'.so tea and pudding. Tinned meat la 
a penny a plate, A slice of bread and jam, or bread and margarine and 
half a pint of tea, cost together n penny. 

Now, this fs first-class value for the money. There Is no pauper.'sing 
here. Those low prices are obtained by buying and cooking to ihe beat 
advantaKO. yThe experience of Tbe Salvation Army hag :hown the best 
way to cook the kind of meals that arc wanted and the best appiiauccji, 
and baa helped to train the right kind of cooks. When a new Metro- 
pole Is opened, It haa behind It the accumulated experience and wisdom 
of all the others. Here Is one ot the advantages of doing the thing on 
a big scale, and. having many efforts In different parts under one central 
control. The man who haa hie meat, two vegetables, tea and pudding 
fnr fetirpence, know« that ho Is paying for what he gets, and rcta'nsjils 
uolf-rcepcot. There aro not n few who cannot pay. 

ThcSebsefged Artist. 

Most ©f those who live In this Metroiwle ore de3peralely poor. To 
the majority of them £1 a week would seem the height or amuencc. 
Many end msEy a one has do idea each night where bla nest day's meals 
are tfl> «rarl« from. Some of the men who may he earning fair wages, 
Dave to support wives and families In other parts. For instance a car- 
panter at Kead'ns obtains a temporary joh at Birmingham that keeps ,fchn 
there for, say three months. He cannot afford to take wife SBd children 
with him, So he leaves the wife and children behind, goes to the Metio- 
polo to live, and manages on as small an amount an he can, ssd sends 
the reffi&lB&sr home. , There arc men In Loveday Street who grudge 
every, halfpenny they spsnd on themselves, living on the «rj> m'nlmsm. 
It Is not mettaaese that causes them 
to do go. They kaow the halfpennies

A Itcmarkjibfc Discovery. 

A young French scientist has Hiie- 
cccdcd Id unking moving pletiireR of 
microbes. HIb work was duly re- 
ported to the Academy of Sciences at 
its last session, causing more open 
wonderment than Is usually ex- 
pressed by that body or cool-blooded 
ravants. 

The bacilli flrsl represented were 
one-thousandth of a millimetre In 
length. They are known as trlpano- 
zonies, and Inhabit the blood or mice 
which have been fnoculated with the 
sleeping slckuer,s. Thirty two cine- 
matographs per second were taken 
of these almost infinitely Ifttle crea- 
tures, and Images were projected up- 
on tile scrwti on a scale of 20.000 
(llnmeter«. One drop of the blood of 
■a mouso placed between two platen 
of glass sufficed to furnish endless 
variations of animate motion. A flea 
TilcMirett on tho same proportion 
would look as big as a six-storey 
house. This Is regarded as a dis- 
covery of Incalculable value, as the 
movements of microbes can now be 
studied with a precision hitherto In- 
conceivable.

Blahop Simpson In his "Lectures

It Is this feeling of 
ought, or obligation, which In Us 
feeblest form Indicates the Divine 
call, ft Is not In the aptitude, taste, 
or desire, hut In the conscience, 
that Its root is found. It Is the voice 
of Gcd to the buman conscience, say- 
ing, 'You ought to preach.' "

tlnctly as though a voice had spoken 
from the skies Into the depths of the 
heart. 

A young man who waa studying 
law was converted. Alter a while he 
waa convicted for Banctiflcation, and 
while seeking, he heard, as It were 
a voice, trying, "w'ill you do vote a" 
your ttae to the Lord?"

A most interesting lelter 1i:ik Just 
neon received from Colonel HoRRnrd, 
giving an account of his experiences 
during a fortnight's Tour in the 
country districts of Korea, The fol- 
lowing are a few extracts from this 
modern tOiililiiiuLiou or riir? "AelH of 
the Apostles:"— 

"I entered the country Home sixty 
miles from Chemulpo, and travelled 
through the Province of South Ohoong 
Chong. The first place we arrived 
ot was Sur San. We found a group 
of Salvationists and had a fair meet- 
ing at Mid-day with about one hun- 
dred people preueuL We should have 
had more, but. there wns ?ome m!?.- 
tako about the time of our arrival. 

From this lilaec we proceeded to 
a centre called Hal Mee, where two 
hundred of our people met us Rome 
distance from the town and marched 
us in, We had a meeting, with about 
foufl hundred present. These Rood 
people desired to retain ua for the 
night, hut we hud to push 011 to 



Hong Choo. and this m^aui we had 
thirty II to go after 7 p -m., guMed 
by natives, with about half a dozen 
lanterns. 

"We ba<j a meeting at this place 
the nest morning at 1" o'clock, with 
nearly four buudred present — as fine 
a lot of people as i have met in 
Korea, but it was a most pathetic 
sight- The wbcle scene moved my 
soul and 1 nearly broke my heart 
over them, to think thai ii; liiis year 
Of grace, people should be found 2g 
such tei-rble straits and in such 
heathen darkness. At the tiose 1 
got tbem all to pray after me, and 
nearly ih>Ui iiuiiiiieJ tulles n^ui uj* 
to heaven, and 1 believe dial Uie 
great, loving Father heard the cr> oi 
tliese people. 

"We decided La press nn MoTher 
thirty II, hoping to strike an inn 
where We eould get ra?sl for the n!gb!. 
We were told that the journey was 
rather dangerous, and w 9 should iav<- 
difficult mountains to cross, and ails 
we iiiovtd. We did not reacQ i&e 
village we started out for until 12 
o'clock that night. We were twice 
lost on tbe mounlaTni, sot ksc^ris; 
which way to tuaa. 

"The Korean Inn n't stayed at. 
boasted two rooms, each 7 2 S ft. 
Here we found four Koreans asleep, 
besides the landlord, his wife and 
child, and there were ten in osir 
parly. 

"VVp piessed on until «'e eventually 
arrived at Kang Yi, -which 3s the 
centre for Ensign Wills. Here we 



took a r'wer boat Sown 
where we embarked on a steamer for 
JIojspo, tiien 1 mm this place we took 
another boat which took us thirty. . 
nine miles up the river. We proceed- 
ed the nest moraing twenty miles 
act<o£s country to the City of Kwan^ 
Jyu, which is in the South Cbulkr 
Province nearly in the extreme 
;;cu:h cf Korea. V.'e haie had plead- 
ings and dcpuiat'ons from thi s parc 
of the eountrv for si\;nwn!h=. 

"I cannot attempt to describe to 
you w!iat I saw when en the journey 
through the province where the 
revolution exists; it could only br 
told verbally. Leaving Kunsati we 
had to travel the same difficult road 
again, our river boai laudiug us in 
Mokpo M J:M in the morniEg. From 
there we took steamer at 11 a.m. for 
Fupan, and had a terr'hly trying ex- 
perience. Our boat was due in Fusaa 
the next morning at 9 o'clock, so we 
steamed out in a terrible storm, and 
at sunset, instead of tbe Captain 
proceeding, he run h's boat in to 
shelter uader the lee side of a lars*-* 
rock, where we tossed all the uight 
at anchor — such 2 tossing as 1 have 
never ii.cwii la my life ih-iiir*. W> 
stearaed bald a'l the next day, and 
to my surprise, ive dropped anchor 
again at night, and instead of going 
to Fnsan, we found ourselves In an- 
other port. When the Doctor came 
on board to examine the passengers 
»c S?'. fc™ to take us in Lis uaat 
ashore, whore, we secured the con- 
nection ou iiie railway to Taiku. 

took train aga : c st midnight, arriving 
at Seoul on Sunday njomiag, having 
!seen absent frora the Territoflal 
Heaaquaners jnsi a tonnigbc. 

"It will be interest ins f«r yo'i to 
taow that in some "parts of the 
country we were one tun tired miles 
Uiim tlie iaii»ii>, aud sixty miles 
from any Europeans and ft was said 
ire Irsversed d"str:cts where while 
men bad never been before. Of 
course, ibis may he wions, but oftea 
when ixtiring to rest at night, the 
faTBftiar Hne= came to n:e — 

'Loud, keep us safe this Right. 

Secwre Iros s!s sur fs2r3,' 
end tbe answer came.
